| Government Has Issued One For 


Five-Day Week Plan 
Retention of the old calendar for 


| ordinary use and adoption of the five- 


day week and 360-working day year 
in Russia’s factories, have caused 
many difficulties in the latter institu- 
tions. So while scientific bodies con- 
tinue to debate the new system, the 
government has issued a temporary 
“production calendar” for those who 
work under the five-day week plan. 
Under this scheme, the workers in 
each factory operating on the new 
plan, are divided into five groups. All 
members of a given group are “off” 
on the same day, those in group one 
staying away f work on the first 
day of each five-day week, those in 
group t:vo taking the second day off 
and so on. The system was put into 
effect April 1, and its sponsors say 
it has simplified the day of rest pro- 
blem so that now each worker knows 
just when he can stay away from 
the factory without getting into

The commonwealth statistician es- 
timates the area under wheat culti- 
vation in Australia exceeds 17,000,000 
acres. Weather for the opening of 
the season has been favorable and 
there are some expectations of a 
record yield. In 1927-28, the latest 
year for which official figures are 
available, Australia devoted 12,279,- 
088 acres to. wheat and produced 
118,199,775 bushels.

Trade With Russia 


Canada’s Exports To Soviet Russia 
Are On the Increase 

“Soviet Russia may be said to be 
the only country, outside of Ger- 
many, in Central Europe which im- 
ports direct the bulk of its require- 
ments of Canadian products,” writes 
L. D. Wilgress, Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner in Hamburg, in the “Com- 
mercial Intelligence Journal.” “Other 
countries in this territory, such as 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria and Poland, 
consume important quantities of 
Canadian goods, but these are usually 
consigned in the first instance to 
Hamburg and for this reason appear 
in the Canadian trade returns among 
the exports to Germany. Canada’s ex- 
ports to Soviet Russia in 1929 in- 
creased by $1,137,068.”

New Material Has Been Perfected By |

can be used in making furniture and 
all kinds of house fixtures. Its cost 
is much less than ordinary wood and 
its life will be as long, the inventor 
says.

Achievements Of Dr. Plaskett 

There is not a word about him in 
that volume of the great and near 
great-—-The Canadian Who's’ Who. 
But if you look up the British ‘Who's 
Who” you will find a page of small 
letter press devoted to his achieve- 


ments in that occult science—astron- 
omy. 
He knows more about the sun, 


moon and stars than does any other 
Canadian; he knows more about 
them than do most of his fellow mor- 
tals. 


His name is Dr. J. S. Plaskett, and

He is the director of the Dominion 


Astrophysical Observatory at  Vic- 
toria, B.c. 

Dr. Plaskett is a Canadian. Born 
at Woodstock, Ontario, in 1855, he 


was educated at the Woodstock pub- | 


lic and high schools and at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. After a few years’ 
work in the Edison plant at Schenec- 
tady he became an assistant in phys- 
ics at the University of Toronto. In 
1905 he led an expedition to Labrador 
to observe the eclipse of the sun. He 
had original theories in regard, to 
sun rays and in 1906 began to study 
the problem of “radial velocity.” In 
1913 parliament yoted money to erect 
at Ottawa under Dr. Plaskett’s su- 
pervision one of the largest reflecting 
telescopes in the world. It took five 
years to build. 

Fellowships and medals have been 
showered upon him. He recently left 
Victoria for Boston, where he receiv- 
ed the Rumford medal, given by the 
American Acadgmy of Arts and Sci- 
ences for distinguished work in 
astronomy. In 1929 the recipient of 
this medal was Prof. Arthur Comp- 

n, of Princeton, who was recently 
awarded the Nobel Prize.

Well, this isn’t so on the per cap- 
ita basis, at any rate, according to 
a report just issued by the League 
of Nations Economic Section at 
Geneva. This volume, according to a 
New York Times dispatch, jars sev- 
eral widely accepted ideas. The fig- 
ures cover the year 1928, and the 
Times writer summarizes in part: 

The country lending the most 
abroad per capita was not the United 
States, but The Netherlands, which 
was followed by France and_ the 
United Kingdom. 

The country borrowing the most 
abroad per capita was not Germany, 
but Australia, which was followed 
Sy Germany, Argentina, Norway, 
and Hungary. Germany was great- 
est in the amount borrowed, her 
total being $1,067,000,000, Australia 


was second, with a total of $267,000,- 
000. 

The heaviest annual interest pay- 
ments abroad per capita are not by 
Europeans, the most heavily 


by Australia, New Zealand, Canada, 
Argentine, and South Africa, the 
citizens of these sparsely settled 
countries paying from $10 to $30 
each.

Bake in a hot oven 
of 425 degrees F. for 20 minutes and | 
then reduce the heat to 350 degrees | 
F. and bake for twenty minutes 
longer.
